HISTORICAL SOCIETY HEARS 
OF REV. GOULD’S CAREER 


Over 75 persons attended the 
May 5 monthly meeting of the 
Bethel Historical Society held in 
the meeting room of the Dr. Moses 
Mason House. The featured speak- 
er of the evening was Margaret 
Joy Tibbetts, Treasurer and Chair- 
man of the Society’s Board of 
Trustees, who spoke on tthe Bethel 
career of Rev. Daniel Gould. 
Gould was born in Topsfield, 
Mass., Dec. 8, 1753, the oldest 
child of Daniel and Lucy Tarbox 
Gould. He graduated from Dum- 
mer Academy in Byfield, Mass., 
and from Hanvard College where 
be prepared for the ministry. 


‘Gould served. in the American rey-* 


olution and «was. in the Battle of 
Lexington in April, 1775. Married 
three times, he had no children 
that lived more than a few 
months. 

‘Gould was in his forties when 
he came to. Bethel in 1798 as a 
candidate for the pulpit of the 
(Congregational Church. Hie was ac- 
cepted for that post in 1799 and 
received as a salary $160 to be 
raised each year until it reached 
$200 (one third to be paid in cash, 
the remainder in farm produce), 
plus $150 worth of labor. He was 
installed as the first settled min- 
ister in Bethel on Oct. 9, 1799. A

The Taxation Committee has 
been hearing numerous bills de- 
signed to increase tax revenues 
for either the State or local muni- 
cipalities. My commilttee has ap- 
proximately 85 legislative drafts 
that propose these changes in the 
tthe tax system. We have only a 
few more weeks to resolve these 
and give each consideration prior 
bo. making recommendaliions: toi the 
members of the House and Senate. 


I will review a couple of these

" taken: as yet, 


L.D. 510 — “Removes cigarettes 
from sales tax exemptions and in- 
creases revenue sharing from 4% 
to: 5% of gales, individual and cor- 
porate income ax’, The excise 
tax on ‘cigarettes was increased to 
16 cents in 1978 when they cost 
about 35 cents a pack, A pack 
costs about 80 cents in 1982, thus 
the tax has dropped from’ 50% 
to 20% of the price. Estimated 
revenues from removing the sales 
tax exemption on cigarettes. is $4% 
million, or about 25% of current 
revenue sharing funds. 

Other bax legislaltion that we are 
reviewing that comes from the 
Portland ‘Alternative Revenue Task 
Force are: (1) A general 19% 
Sales tax increase on sall menchan- 
dise; (2) A 2% meals and lodging 
tax; (3) A 7% tax on entertain- 
ment activities; (4) A 1% earn 
ings tax—with 50% of this staying 
in Portland and {the balance going 
to the municipality in which the 
worker resides.

Town Manager who. has been dis- 
cussing this matter with Andro- 
scoggin Valley Council of Govern- 
ments, After considerable discus- 
sion, the Board voted to establish

The Board further agreed that | 


the Ainport Development Advisory 
Committee should have represen- 
tation from the following groups: 
(a) Bethel businessmen; ib) Beth- 
el Aviators Group/airplane own- 
ers; (c) Airport Advisory Com- 
mittee; (d) so-called opposition 
group; (e) non-aligned, Selectmen 
proposed names and directed the 
Manager to. contact the individuals 
to see whether they would be will- 
ing to serve. Following final Board 
approval, perhaps as early as May 
16, the new committee will begin 
its activities. To aid in early ef- 
forts Androscoggin Valley C.0.G. 
will act as technical advisors. at 
no cost to the Town. 
Police Policy 

Some background information 
might be helpful. The 1983 Police 
Dept. budget totals $28,054, or 
about 2% of the Town’s toiial ex- 
penditures. The Police (Chief’s sal- 


ary and wages paid to. part-time. 


officers, constables, animial con- 
trol officer and the school cross- 
ing guard accounts for $22,854 and 
is the largest item in the Police 
Department’s budget. Remaining 
funds are budgeted for police car 
gasoline and maintenance, operat- 
ing supplies and uniforms, com- 
munications equipment mainten- 
‘ance, and insunance. 

Around the clock police protec- 
tion by on-duty Bethel personnel 
is not permitted because of per- 
sonnel and budgetary limitations. 
Normally an officer is on duty for 
one eight hour shift a day. While 
County Sheriff’s Deputies and 
State Troopers may be called in 
emergencies, it should be noted 
that response times are often de- 
layed because of geographic sep- 
aration. 

Recognizing these and other lim- 
itations might be impacting on the 
ability of the police to perform 
their mission of protecting the 
rights of all people and preserving 
the basic peace of the community, 
the Board voted in February to re- 
view police activities and con- 
struct police policy. Such a policy 
will define the course, or plan, 
of action based on principles to be 
stated and used as guidance in 
the preservation of the public 
peace, seeing that all laws and 
ordinances. are enforced by the 
detection and suppression of crime 
iand that violators are apprehend- 
ed and prosecuted according to 
our judicial process. 

Taking the first step in the de- 
velopment of police policy in the 
workshop meeting, the Selectmen 
listed several “limitations” on po- 
lice protection dictated by reality. 
These include budget limitations,
